Albert Slaughter,, an instructor 
in the agricultural school, presided. 
Besides Debs a speech was inade by 
Beecher Moore, the Socialist (Pub¬ 
lic Ownership Mrty) candidate for 
governor of Minnesota. Rev. Da¬ 
vid Morgan made the plea for a 
collection to send the Hied Special 
cast and a large sum was realized. 

"Four years ago," said Debs, 
*Vrvan denounced as tools-of Wall 
street and train robbers men who 
are now Ilia chums and allies, b^ 
cause he wants the help of the capi¬ 
talistic interests. He is no longer 
attadcing Tammany.” , 

Big crowds greeted the Socialist 
train cs’crywhcre on the trip to St. 
Paul. Debs made thirty-minute 
speeches at New Ulm and Mankato. 

At Pierre Saturday n^t the 
opera house was packed with enthu- 
swtic Smth Dakotans. Hundreds 
of farmers along the way greeted j 
the Socialist candidate. A company] 
of fanners rode into Pierre on 
horseback, diipbying red banners.

He is now Democratic 
governor of Oklahoma, and the 
treasurer of the National Demo¬ 
cratic Campaign committee. 


But it seems that Roosevelt did 
not profit by that advice. The now 
historic $39,000,000 fine was im¬ 
posed—an incident which is also 
illuminating as to the utter depen-\ 
dence of an "independent .American j 
judiciary" on the e.xecutive.
